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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 34 and 36-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 34 is directed to a cerium oxide particulate composition 
comprising cerium oxide aggregates of spherical primary particles wherein the 
aggregates are a mixture of cenospherical and aciniform aggregates. In this instance, 
cenospherical aggregates are hollow aggregates of primary particles having a 
substantially spherical structure and having at least one hole that is visible via 
electron microscopy and aciniform aggregates are aggregates of primary particles 
having a three dimensional, chain-like structure. 

The closest prior art, Marsh et al. (4,713,233) fails to disclose a mixture of 
aciniform and cenospherical aggregates of cerium oxide and in particular Marsh et al. 
fail to disclose cenospherical aggregates of cerium oxide. Although the aggregates 
taught by Marsh et al. may have a spherical structure, Marsh et al. do not disclose or 
render obvious cerium oxide aggregates having a substantially hollow spherical 
structure and having at least one hole that is visible via electron microscopy.
